Hilt th4' boy had houndlpBs urn- 
billon, wan a natural ruler of ni«'n, 
was hf'l i back by no qualms of con- 
H( lence~for he Beems to have been 
quite conacienr.eleas — and bad a nat- 
ural cruelty jf nature that overrode 
all obatacka. Theao cuatoma and tbe 
leaderablp of bla own llttl^ trlbe were 
the aola backing ha bad ror hla might/ 
L-nt«rpriS6. 

The lad \^'as known aH Tamud^n 
("th* Wise"), lie »tin thirteen when 
liiH father died. Ii<' fonnil iiiniwlf at 
the head of a rebi'lllouH rian that 
wanted to depose him for an older, 
wlber chief. Temudjln thraahed his 
loi'u, then thraahed and annaxed 
neighboring tribes. He aoon waa rul- 
er of a atrong federation. A atlU 
MtroDKer collaotlon of trtboa eppoaad 
III in. Ue made friend* with the Great 
Kliaii of tl.o Kenilto TartarB. by 
whoHe aid be boat his own ^cmlea. 
lie then married the Onat Ktaan'a 
Uautshtor. ^ 

Trouble soon sprang up battraan 
Temudjln and hla tatbar-ln-law. The 
young man d«faat«d and alaw the 
Great Khan, who had been his bene- 
factor, and then made himself master 
of the w tioU' re>;lon. HIh iioxt Ht< p 
was to tiiiiit ui) a Sluimiiii I prophet 
of \\is(l(<nii, w lio, liy woiltliin on tlie 
Tartars' Mii|ieriitltioiiB, made them re- 
gard TfiiuidJIn as a sort of god. Tbe 
Shaman also prophesied that Temud- 
jln would eonquar tba antlra world. 

The Tartar chief now abandoned hla 
early name T>f Temudjln and took the 
liilo "(Icnuhls Khan" (ineanlnK 
"tir+'atest Clilef"). Um made a codo 
of wise laws for his followers and 
chaiiKcd their raco name to "Mongol" 
I r.rav<>"l. Then he set Ont Ott hlS 
taak uf world conqueat. 

FIrat annexing all Tartarr, ha 
marched on China, croaaed the Chi- 
nese Wall and advanced into the heart 
of the ouiintry. It was during this eif- 
pedlllon that he flrst let loos* to the 
full his love of liarliuroua cruelty and 
won th<» dread nickname "The 
Scourge of tli« Bast." He plundered 
and utterly destroyed nlnety-sU cities, 
bcsidea • countloaa number of towna 
and vUlataa. Tba inhttbltnnta wara 
pnt to death — ^mcn and woman alike — 
with unspeakable torturrs. 

On a sffcond campaign In China Opn- 
ghls Kahn In 1215 captured Peking 
di\d burned It to the ground after 
Btealing everything that could bo car- 
ried away. Tbenoe he invaded Persia. 
Tha dty of Bokhara waa known aa 
"tba oantar of adanca." It held won- 
drona Invantiona and tha Oriant'a rar- 
est treaauraa 9f art and literature. 
G«nghls Khan cared no more for such 
thiiiK.s or for tlie world's real prog- 
ress than u mud dog cares for the 
rose hedge he breaks throuKh. l^ok- 
hara, with Its wondrous objectii of art 
and learning, was destroyed. The en- 
tire country was devastated, and with 
the fall of its cities their priceleaa 
treaaurea ot Oriental acienoe want up 
in amoke. Mlinona of people were 
slain or carried into alavary. 

Iran, Astrakhan and Southern Rus- 
sia next fell jircy to the merciless 
Khan. I'ractlcally all of China waa 
enslaved. So wero Corea aBA tiM 
countrlea northwest of India. 

The Tnrkn were driven ont of their 
Asian taatneaaea and chaaed aoroaa In- 
to Europe. (It wag than that the 
Turks first settled in Baatern Burope. 
where later they were to wreak bavoo 
on Chrtatlan nations.) 

Wider and wider spread the con- 
quaata of Qenghia Khan. At the cap- 
ture of Herat alon* be la said to haye 
masaacred 1,600,000 people. No mor 
taj power ooold ebeek his advaBoe. 
The prophecy aaa a ed nbont to come 
true. The more ao when he won tbe 
mighty kingdom of TangUt br annihi- 
lating an army 80,000 atrong in a fierce 
battle waged on the ice of a frosen 
lake. 

Qenghia Khan waa now maater ot 
all the territory from the China Sea to 
tbe River Dnieper. He aet forth on 
a fraah tonr et atani^ter la the amn* 

mer of 1327. But astronomers told 
him that th« stars at that time spelt 
disaster for him. So the superstitious 
Khun turned back In haate, to wait 
until the planeta aboutd promtae him 
better luck. On the way homeward 
be fell 111 and died. 

Bran in death hla emettlea did toot 
oaaae. The nnned eseort et his fu- 
oral prooeaaion alanghtered every one 
whom they aaet along the route te the 
plao* of bvrtal. and nesrly • thousand 
beautiful glrla were alaln. aa a aMri* 
floe, on the tomb.
